There was anoth- 
er brick school bouse on East Middle 
street where the Utz sorgnm factory 
Liter stood. Then en High street we 
had the only stone school house in the 
town, where an Irishman known as 
Billy Clark taught, the children. He 
bnd a great fondness for Irish pota- 
toes and would allow the children to 
roast them in the hot ashes. In^those 
days May 1st was always celebrated' 
and Mr. Clark would take a]! the boys 
and girls to Spangler's Spring where 
the May pole would be erected and a 
May Queen chosen.
